MEXICO CITY - Mexico's old 
rulers were on track for a 
comeback as voters chose a 
new president yesterday, after 
a grisly war with drug cartels 
and a sluggish economy wore 
down the ruling conservatives. 

Twelve years after the In¬ 
stitutional Revolutionary Party 
(PRI) lost power, opinion polls 
showed its candidate, Enrique 
Pena Nieto, heading into the 
vote with a double-digit lead 
over his opponents. 

Voters ousted the PRI in 
2000 after 71 years of virtual 
single-party rule that was 
tainted by corruption, electoral 
fraud and authoritarianism. 

But Pena Nieto has estab¬ 
lished himself as the new face 
of the party and it has bounced 
back in part because of eco¬ 
nomic malaise and lawlessness 
under the conservative Na¬ 
tional Action Party (PAN). 

A noisy crowd of protesters 


met Pena Nieto when he voted 
in Atlacomulco, about two 
hours northwest of the capital, 
but hundreds of his supporters 
shouted down the demonstra¬ 
tors. 

A youthful-looking former 
governor of the State of Mex¬ 
ico, Pena Nieto promises re¬ 
forms to improve the country's 
tax take, loosen the job market 
and open the state-owned oil 
company Pemex to more for¬ 
eign investment, citing Brazil's 
Petrobras as a model 

Mexicans are fiercely pro¬ 
tective of Pemex, but the PRI, 
which nationalized oil produc¬ 
tion in 1938, could be the one 
party able to liberalize the en¬ 
ergy sector. 

Mexican presidents are 
elected by simple majority for 
six-year terms and are banned 
from running for re-election. 
There is no run-off vote.

Is Urirama really the ideal location, or 
should it be Solar Panels elsewhere? 


ORANJESTAD — Aruban stu¬ 
dents planning on enrolling in 
the UNA-University of the 
Netherlands Antilles in Cura¬ 
cao for school year 2012-2013 
must contact the Office of the 
UNA via email: internation- 
aloffice@una.an.

This year is the first time 
that UNA will be organizing an 
introduction program for their 
foreign students. They have 
discovered that their students 
coming from abroad lack gui¬ 
dance upon their arrival to Cu¬ 
racao and to the University. 
For this reason they have de¬ 
cided to organize a two-day in¬ 
troduction program on July 
26y and 27, which will help 
students to be better orientated 
to Curacao and to the UNA. 

During these two days, stu¬ 
dents will visit instances of pri¬ 


mary importance to them, be 
introduced to Curacao in ge¬ 
neral, such as the use of the 
public transportation system, 
the nearby pharmacies, etc. 
The UNA wants to give new 
students a good view of life as 
a student in Curacao. The 
UNA is completely in charge 
of the two days.

As we approach the moment to 
finally make the decision 
whether or not to erect wind 
turbines at the Urirama site, we 
must, take one last look at all 
the evidence, the real pros and 
cons evidence. We must also 
ask ourselves one last time 
whether we have done due 
diligence in this matter. 

Obviously, we cannot make 
our decision based primarily on 
the economic and financial 
benefits of such a project. Fac¬ 
tors far more important than 
economic or financial are in the 
equation here. We must not 
make the same mistake that 
other countries have made, and 
that is, to weigh the financial 
benefits above the human health 
and environmental factors. 

As we survey the wealth of 
information on the internet 
alone, then add all the other 
sources from which we can 
draw information about wind 
turbines and wind energy as an 
alternative energy source, such 
as from libraries, college and 
university publications, etc.; we 
realize that everyone is very 
cognizant of the facts about the 
pros and cons of wind turbines. 
Therefore, we can assume that 
our visitors are very aware of 
the health hazards of wind tur¬ 
bines. That knowledge alone 
should influence our decision to 
make certain that we don’t do 
anything to scare and keep our 
visitors away. Tourists staying 
away from Aruba, because of 
the potential health hazard from 
wind turbines could trigger 
headlines like.. ..’’Aruban Tou¬ 
rists. . .Gone with the wind!” 

I. Praise for Govern¬ 
ment’s Efforts: 

We continue, I certainly do, 
to applaud the efforts of the 


government to promote alterna¬ 
tive sources of energy for Aruba 
and to garrison support for that 
endeavor from around the 
world. By any standard, the 
government is doing a great job 
with respect to promoting the 
vision of a green Aruba. None¬ 
theless, the speed at which 
these efforts are made concrete 
and put into practice can be ac¬ 
celerated. For example, we are 
amazed at the giant steps being 
made on our sister island, Cu¬ 
racao. They have already plan¬ 
ted wind turbines and have 
taken the wise decision to move 
ahead with solar energy. As far 
as we know they are already 
boasting a 75% wind and solar 

energy supply.thus, way 

ahead of Aruba! And, what’s 
more, they have determined 
that solar energy should be the 
emphasis and not wind energy! 

II. Promoting the protec¬ 
tion of humans: 

In the research, we learn 
that The Society for Wind Vi¬ 
gilance, which is an interna¬ 
tional federation of physicians, 
engineers and other profes¬ 
sionals, is dedicated to promo¬ 
ting the development of autho¬ 
ritative international wind tur¬ 
bine guidelines to protect the 
health and safety of people in 
their communities. This orga¬ 
nization’s primary mission is 
to mitigate the risk of the phy¬ 
siological and psychological 
negative effects of industrial 
wind turbines (IWT) through 
the advancement of objective 
independent third party re¬ 
search and how this applies to 
the placement of IWT. 

The evidence for adverse 
health effects from IWT for 
people living within 2.0km of 
IWT is overwhelming! The So¬ 


ciety for Wind Vigilance is dili¬ 
gently working on further 
human health research to fina¬ 
lize guidelines for the place¬ 
ment of wind turbines and on 
establishing noise levels to pro¬ 
tect human health. However, 
based on the evidence we al¬ 
ready have, the advice that is 
given is to make certain that in¬ 
dustrial wind turbines be set up 
no closer than a minimum of 
2.0km from where people live. 

Not only in Aruba, but fa¬ 
milies and communities in 
many places around the globe 
are aware of the risks that wind 
turbines pose...and they are 
protesting vehemently against 
placing them where they can be 
damaging to their health. That 
must be our (ARUBA) greatest 
concern when we sit down to 
make that final decision! Even 
if the Urirama wind turbines 
would reduce our electric and 
water bills by 90% within 2 
months, it would still not justify 
the health damage it would 
cause. It would still be the worst 
decision ever to place those 
wind turbines at Urirama! 

III. Potential damaging 
litigation: 

Placing Industrial Wind 
Turbines at Urirama may only 
expose WEB, ELMAR and/or 
the Government to unneces¬ 
sary potential private litigation 
by individuals or from public 
interest groups. In other words, 
there may be ugly legal conse¬ 
quences for proceeding with 
such a project in light of all the 
available evidence. If you’ve 
read my previous articles on 
this matter of wind vs. solar, 
you know I present a solid case 
for the choice of solar over 
wind energy.

The combination of wind and 
solar may have its benefits, 
and Aruba has a decent wind 
energy production plant in the 
Vader Piet wind park. From the 
reliable information sources 
supporting solar energy over 
wind energy and from all the 
research which I have, and I’m 
certain our decision makers 
also have, we know that we 
should go for solar energy ex¬ 
pansion and not for wind en¬ 
ergy expansion. The bulk of 
the reasons presented here thus 
far for choosing solar over 
wind are for economic viabi¬ 
lity and profitability and for 
the conservation of the envi¬ 
ronment. As much as those are 
excellent reasons, I would 
rather focus on the health and 
safety reasons for the people 
who must live in the vicinity of 
wind turbines. The health and 
safety of human life should be 
the great motivating factor for 
choosing solar over wind in 
this particular scenario! Inte¬ 
restingly, the Urirama report 
presented to Parliament on the 
15th of May makes absolutely 
no reference whatsoever to the 
health and safety concerns on 
human life of industrial wind 
turbines! I like how one source 
summarizes the choices that 
Parliament has to make about 
this project. Permit me to ex¬ 
pand on it here. 

IV. Parliament’s only op¬ 
tions: 

In a nutshell, here are the 4 
choices on the table for Parlia¬ 
ment to make on Wednesday, 
July 4th from which they must 
choose one: 

Option One: (HFO) Petro¬ 
leum - Set up a wind turbine 
park at Urirama without a Bat¬ 
tery backup to the tune of $ 100 
million dollars. According to 
WEB this would result in at 
least 19 additional electrical 
blackouts per year! 

Option Two: (HFO) Petro¬ 
leum - Set up a wind turbine 


park at Urirama with a Battery 
backup to the tune of $ 100 mil¬ 
lion dollars plus $40 million 
dollars for the Batteries and 
additional infrastructure, and 
another $5 million dollars per 
year for maintenance. These 
batteries have a lifetime of 
about 7 years and will have to 
be replaced. An area the size of 
a football field will have to be 
destroyed to create space for 
these batteries. 

Option Three: (NG) Natu¬ 
ral Gas - Set up a wind turbine 
park at Urirama without Bat¬ 
tery backup to the tune of $ 100 
million dollars, plus additional 
investment for additional au¬ 
tomation. Due to numerous 
technical problems no work 
will be done on the installation 
of NG (gas) for at least the 
next 5 years! 

None of these three choices 
will bring down the price of 
electricity for consumers. The 
only option is to choose for 
more wind turbines (Option 
Two). However, this option 
will result in even higher costs 
to the consumer. In all three 
options, the basic price will 
end up being much higher. 
Globally the average price 
today is $1.21 million dollars 
per MW. According to the re¬ 
port, the Urirama Park is 
30MW, which amounts to 
about $37 million dollars. 
What is the other $63 million 
dollars for? 

Option Four (government 
is against): The Bloomberg 
New Energy Finance’s Wind 
Turbine Price Index is $1.21 
million dollars per MW. 
Aruba’s Urirama Wind Park is 
30MW. The Aruba Parliament 
will vote against the Urirama 
Wind Turbine Park: 

1. Because they don’t want 
to be tinkering with a labora¬ 
tory of batteries in a produc¬ 
tion environment such as that 
of WEB’s. 

2. Because for the Aruban 


consumer solar energy will re¬ 
sult in a significant savings and 
because Parliament does not 
want to commit Aruba for the 
next 20 years to a higher en¬ 
ergy price since even the Vader 
Piet project turned out to be 
33% less than was calculated 
(value of Hutting figures?) 

3. Because the Aruba Par¬ 
liament wants to wait until all 
the information and facts are in 
with respect to the supply and 
financing of Natural Gas and 
the financing of the infrastruc¬ 
tural changes at WEB to ac¬ 
commodate NG 

4. Because the Aruba Par¬ 
liament also considers the 
health and safety condition of 
the Urirama residents to be 
first and foremost in any deci¬ 
sion making 

5. And that placing Indus¬ 
trial Wind Turbines in an area 
previously decreed to remain a 
nature conservation area is 
simply impossible 

6. Because Parliament is 
also convinced that Alto Vista 
must remain a peaceful and 
serene area and that the owls 
must not lose their dwelling 
place. 

7. Because the government 
is intent on respecting the 
voice of the people when they 
speak respectfully, objectively 
and with logical reasoning 
within the context of the gen¬ 
eral interest of all. 

I know the Aruba govern¬ 
ment will act in plain good 
faith and definitely do the right 
thing. I have always taught that 
Managers do things right, but 
that Leaders do the right thing. 
I expect that rather than Ma¬ 
nagers that true Leaders will 
step up to the plate on July 
4th.. ..and by God’s grace, Do 
The Right Thing!

Chavez, Capriles launch Venezuela 
presidential race 


CARACAS (AFP) - Venezuela 
formally launched its presiden¬ 
tial campaign season yesterday 
ahead of October elections pit¬ 
ting firebrand leftist leader 
Hugo Chavez against centrist 
businessman and governor 
Henrique Capriles. 

After 13 years in power, 
Chavez is facing his first se¬ 
rious election challenge as he 
vies for a third term that would 
seal the legacy of his "Boliva¬ 
rian revolution" and his role as 
Latin America's leading leftist 
in the post-Fidel Castro era. 

Chavez could score a 20- 
year hold on power if he is re¬ 
elected and serves out his full 
term. Though he has been batt¬ 
ling cancer for more than a 
year, Chavez insists that he is

fully recovered and ready to 
lead. 


He will first, however, have 
to defeat the youthful Capriles, 
39, the governor of Miranda 
state who boasts matinee idol 
looks and a dynamic personal 
style. 

Most opinion polls cur¬ 
rently put Chavez firmly in the 


lead, but Capriles is counting 
on undecided voters — cur¬ 
rently estimated at 35 percent 
— to help him win. 

Dressed in a jacket and his 
trademark red beret, Chavez 
kicked off his campaign in the 
town of Mariara in Carabobo 
state, where he was greeted by 
hundreds of supporters. 

On his Twitter account, 
Chavez prayed to God for the 
good health "to guide the peo¬ 
ple to victory!" 

Venezuela's sometimes 
fractious opposition has united 
behind Capriles, who opened 
his campaign in the remote 
town of Santa Elena de Uairen, 
in Bolivar state, near 
Venezuela's border with Brazil. 


Syrians bemoan failure of world 
talks on crisis 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - The 
opposition and state media 
yesterday both branded an in¬ 
ternational plan for a transi¬ 
tion in strife-torn Syria a 
failure, as the death toll for a 
weekend of violence topped 
160. 

World powers meeting in 
Geneva on Saturday agreed 
that the transition plan could 
include current regime mem¬ 
bers, but the West did not see 
any role for President Bashar 
al-Assad in a new unity gov¬ 
ernment. 


Russia and China insisted 
that Syrians themselves must 
decide how the transition 
takes place, rather than allow 
others to dictate their fate. 

Moscow and Beijing, 
which have twice blocked 
UN Security Council resolu¬ 
tions on Syria, signed up to 
the final agreement that did 
not make any explicit call for 
Assad to cede power. 

Official Syrian media 
slammed the outcome, in rare 
agreement with the main op¬ 
position Syrian National 


Council (SNC) and the Local 
Coordination Committees 
(LCC) which organise 
protests. 

The meeting "failed," 
trumpeted the ruling party's 
Al-Baath newspaper. 

The SNC said it had ex¬ 
pected "more serious and ef¬ 
fective action" to emerge 
from the Geneva talks and re¬ 
iterated that Assad must quit 
power. 

"The Syrian people were 
hoping that the international 
community would adopt 
more serious and effective 
measures in dealing with the 
regime, whose bloody behav¬ 
iour has become clear," the 
SNC said. 

"The Syrian National 
Council affirms that no initia¬ 
tive can be accepted by the 
Syrian people unless it 
clearly calls on Bashar al- 
Assad and the tyrants around 
him to step down."

ICC prosecutor: Timbuktu 
shrine destruction a 'war 
crime 1 



BAMAKO (AFP) - Islamist 
rebels in northern Mali 
smashed four more tombs of 
ancient Muslim saints in Tim¬ 
buktu yesterday as the Interna¬ 
tional Criminal Court warned 
their campaign of destruction 
was a war crime. 

The hardline Islamists who 
seized control of Timbuktu 
along with the rest of northern 
Mali three months ago, con¬ 
sider the shrines to be idola¬ 
trous and have wrecked seven 
tombs in two days. 

Mali's government and the 
international community have 
expressed horror and outrage 
at the destruction of cultural 
treasures in the fabled city, an 
ancient desert crossroads and 
center of learning known as the 
"City of 333 Saints". 

"My message to those in¬ 
volved in these criminal acts is 
clear: stop the destruction of 
the religious buildings now," 
ICC Chief Prosecutor Fatou 
Bensouda told AFP in an inter¬ 
view in Dakar. 

"This is a war crime which 
my office has authority to fully 
investigate." 

She said that Mali was sig¬ 
natory to the Rome Statute 
which established the ICC, 
which states in Article 8 that 
deliberate attacks against un¬ 
defended civilian buildings 


which are not military objec¬ 
tives are a war crime. 

"This includes attacks 
against historical monuments 
as well as destruction of build¬ 
ings dedicated to religion," 
said Bensouda. 

On Saturday the Islamists 
destroyed the tombs of Sidi 
Mahmoud, Sidi Moctar and 
Alpha Moya, and yesterday at¬ 
tacked Cheikh el-Kebir's mau¬ 
soleum as residents stood by 
helplessly. 

The Islamists also de¬ 
stroyed earthenware jars and 
other artifacts around the 
tombs. 

The cemetery is situated in 
the south of Timbuktu in the 
suburb of the eponymous Djin- 
gareyber mosque built from 
mud in 1327.The Islamists had 
also threatened to destroy the 
ancient mosques. 

Several saints are buried in¬ 
side the city's three historic 
mosques. Timbuktu is also 
home to 16 cemeteries and 
mausoleums, according to the 
UNESCO website. 

The Islamist fighters from 
Ansar Dine (Defenders of 
Faith) are among the Al- 
Qaeda-linked armed groups 
which occupied the north of 
Mali in the chaos that emerged 
after a March coup in Bamako.

US hails EU embargo 
on Iran oil

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
White House welcomed yes¬ 
terday’s implementation of an 
EU embargo on Iranian oil, 
calling it "an essential part" of 
an international response to 
Tehran's nuclear program. 

President Barack Obama's 
press secretary Jay Carney in a 
statement said the United 
States and the European Union 
were committed to holding 
Iran accountable "for failing to 
meet its international obliga¬ 
tions." 

"With this decision, our 
partners in the EU have under¬ 
scored the seriousness with 
which the international com¬ 
munity views the challenge of 
Iran's nuclear ambitions," Car¬ 
ney said. 

He added: "This action is an 
essential part of our concerted 
diplomatic efforts to present 
Iran with a clear choice be¬ 
tween isolation or meetings its 
obligations." 


With expert-level talks set 
for this week in Istanbul, he 
said, Iran "must take concrete 
steps toward a comprehensive 
resolution of the international 
community's concerns with 
Iran's nuclear activities." 

Iran reacted with anger yes¬ 
terday as the EU embargo went 
into effect, saying the measure 
would hurt talks with world 
powers over its sensitive nu¬ 
clear activities. 

Iranian leaders have said 
they will forge ahead with their 
atomic program, regardless of 
Western and UN Security 
Council restrictions, amid con¬ 
cerns that the Islamic republic 
is secretly building a home¬ 
grown nuclear arsenal. 

Last Thursday, the United 
States exempted China and 
Singapore from sanctions over 
purchases of oil from Iran, say¬ 
ing that major economies were 
united in pressuring Tehran.

Electricity slowly returns 
as US heatwave drags on 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Uti¬ 
lity crews made slow progress 
yesterday in restoring electri¬ 
city to millions of households 
amid a record-setting heat¬ 
wave in the eastern United 
States that showed no sign of 
abating soon. 

Temperatures shot back 
into the 100 degree Fahrenheit 
(37.7 Celsius) range in many 
areas, prompting the National 
Weather Service to warn of the 
prospect of severe thunder¬ 
storms including large hail and 
damaging winds. 

Several million households 
made do without electricity 
two days after powerful thun¬ 
derstorms knocked out power 
lines in nine states, notably in 
the Mid-Atlantic region. 


Pepco, the utility that serves 
Washington and some of its 
suburbs, said it could take a 
week before all of its cus¬ 
tomers get their electricity 
back, reported WTOP all-news 
radio in the US capital. 

Local authorities kept 
"cooling centers" open as 
refuges for those — notably the 
elderly — unable to cope with¬ 
out air conditioning, and at 
least one major supermarket 
chain gave away free ice to all 
comers. 

At least 11 people died in 
Friday's storms, according to 
US news media, and four states 
— Maryland, Virginia, West Vir¬ 
ginia and Ohio — declared 
states of emergency. Some 3.7 
million homes lost power. 


New Paraguay leader hits 
back at regional scorn 


ASUNCION (AFP) - New 
President Federico Franco hit 
back yesterday at Paraguay's 
exclusion from two regional 
bodies and vowed not to yield 
to pressure from "outside 
forces" over the ouster of his 
predecessor. 

Fernando Lugo's abrupt 
ouster on June 22 over his han¬ 
dling of a deadly land dispute 
has been widely criticized by 
other Latin American leaders, 
who say the now former presi¬ 
dent did not have time to 
mount a proper defense. 

The Mercosur regional 
trading bloc, made up of Ar¬ 
gentina, Brazil and Uruguay, 
barred fourth member Para¬ 
guay on Friday from partici¬ 
pating until new elections are 
held. 

UNASUR, the Union of 
South American countries, 
which comprises Mercosur 
member nations as well as Bo¬ 


livia, Colombia, Ecuador and 
Peru, followed suit later the 
same day. Venezuela is set to 
join Mercosur later this month. 

In a message read to the 
Paraguayan Congress to mark 
the opening of a new legisla¬ 
tive session, Franco said his 
fledgling government "de¬ 
plores the humiliating sanc¬ 
tions imposed by Mercosur 
and UNASUR." 

The suspensions were taken 
"in full violation of existing 
treaties, and without even al¬ 
lowing us the right to chal¬ 
lenge," he said. "No outside 
forces will force us to veer 
from this course." 

New Paraguayan elections 
are slated for next April and al¬ 
though presidents in the poor 
South American country are 
not allowed two consecutive 
terms, the ousted Lugo says 
this no longer applies to him 
and he is considering a run.

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Can women 'have it all? 'US writer stirs debate 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - An 
Ivy League scholar and 
mother-of-two is touching a

Writing in The Atlantic 
magazine, Anne-Marie 
Slaughter cited her own

(www.theatlantic.com), 
’’Why Women Still Can’t 
Have It All” is among its 
most popular articles ever, on 
a par with the recent ”How 
Your Cat is Making You 
Crazy” (about feline parasites 
and human brains). 

It has garnered more 
’’likes” on Facebook than any 
other Atlantic piece (more 
than 157,000 as of Wednes¬ 
day) — although it has failed 
to make an apparent impact 
on the November presidential 
election campaigns. 

’’Absolutely wonderful ... 
As a 21-year-old woman, it is 
the most encouraging thing I 
have read all year,” wrote 
New York blogger Tala Azar 
Strauss on Slaughter’s Twitter 
account (@SlaughterAM). 

But some of the reaction 
on a variety of blogs, social 
media and the Atlantic’s own 
website has been critical, if 
not downright catty. 

’’Slaughter ... wants to be 
in a high-powered job and 
also at home making pan¬ 
cakes and doing school pick¬ 


up in another city,” said au¬ 
thor Lori Gottlieb in a blog 
on The Atlantic’s website. 

’’And merely because she 
wants this so badly ... she be¬ 
lieves she deserves it.” 

’’Those who choose to 
have children (and it is a 
choice) and have the need to 
work full-time have to wake 
up to reality. And having this 
thing called a ’career’ isn’t all 
it’s cracked up to be either.” 

As director of policy plan¬ 
ning from 2009 to 2011, 
Slaughter oversaw the State 
Department’s internal think 
tank and reported to Secre¬ 
tary of State Hillary Clinton, 
whom she holds up as a per¬ 


sonal role model. 

Slaughter — photographed 
inside the print version of 
The Atlantic smiling on a 
sofa with her two boys lying 
in her arms, one twirling 
drum sticks — candidly ad¬ 
mits her lifestyle as a tenured 
professor at a world-famous 
university and author of a 
forthcoming book is out of 
the norm. 

”1 am writing for my de¬ 
mographic,” she said, rather 
than the majority of Ameri¬ 
can mothers with far less 
glamorous jobs, or none at 
all. She has almost nothing to 
say about women in other 
countries.

Research team unveils spray-on battery 


(AFP )— A cutting-edge bat¬ 
tery that can be spray-painted 
on just about any surface was 
recently unveiled by a re¬ 
search team that tested it on 
everything from bathroom 
tiles to a beer mug. 

The design could revolu¬ 
tionise the design of lithium- 
ion batteries that power our 
laptops, mobile phones and 
electric cars — leading to 
slimmer, lighter devices with 
built-in power supplies. 

Using liquid versions of 
the same components found 
in conventional lithium-ion 
batteries, the team airbrushed 
their invention, in several 
layers, on to a glass slide, a 
stainless steel sheet, glazed 
ceramic tiles, and the curved 
surface of a mug. 

’’Basically, using this ap¬ 
proach, we can convert any 
object or surface to a battery,” 
said lead author Neelam 
Singh, an engineering student 
at Rice University in Texas. 

Lithium-ion (or Li-ion) 
batteries work by transferring 
a charge between a negative 
and positive electrode. 

Compared to other 
rechargeable batteries, they 
are light, have a high power 
output and storage capacity, 
and are safer. 

For the prototype, the 
team created liquid, paintable 
versions of the five layered 
components — two current 


collectors, a cathode, an 
anode and a polymer separa¬ 
tor. 

”We first converted all the 
components of the battery 
into paints. We could then 
use these paints to literally 
paint batteries on any surface 
and using nothing but just a 
spray gun,” said Singh. 

The mug was used to 
show the paint's versatile ap¬ 
plication to objects of differ¬ 
ent shapes. 

In one experiment, the 
team sprayed batteries on to 
nine bathroom tiles which 
they connected to each other. 

One of the tiles had a solar 
cell attached to it, which was 
charged using a white labora¬ 
tory light. 

Once charged and con¬ 
nected, the tiles ’’delivered 
enough energy to power 40 
red LEDs (light-emitting 
diodes) for more than six 
hours,” said the team's report 
in the journal Nature Scien¬ 
tific Reports — a steady 2.4 
volts. 

The battery's performance 
was ’’comparable” to that of 
the conventional type, said 
the team, and described the 
breakthrough as a ’’paradigm 
change in battery design”. 

Unlike existing batteries, 
the paintable version does not 
require an extra compartment 
for storage, and could thus be 
more easily integrated into 
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existing designs for battery- 
powered devices. 

It also opens up exciting 
possibilities for solar power 
generation and storage. 

’’The ceramic tiles we con¬ 
verted into batteries could be 
used to build the entire exterior 
walls of a house,” said Singh. 


” A wall made of these bat¬ 
teries could then be covered 
with solar cells and this com¬ 
bination of solar cells and 
batteries could be used to 
capture and store the solar 
energy into useful electric¬ 
ity.” 

The painted batteries were 


put through 60 charge-dis¬ 
charge cycles, which re¬ 
vealed ’’only a very small 
drop” in capacity, said 
Singh. 

The researchers have filed 
for a patent on the technique, 
which they continue to re¬ 
fine.

U.S. economy preview: Hiring probably 
cooled in second quarter 


— The jobs tally in June proba¬ 
bly crowned the weakest quar¬ 
ter for employment in more 
than two years, evidence the 
U.S. recovery has lost momen¬ 
tum, economists said before 
reports this week. 

Employers increased pay¬ 
rolls by 90,000 workers last 
month after a 69,000 gain in 
May, according to the median 
forecast of 59 economists sur¬ 
veyed by Bloomberg News 
ahead of Labor Department 
figures due July 6. Excluding 
government agencies, private 
hiring may have climbed by 
100,000, concluding the small¬ 
est quarterly advance since the 
first three months of 2010. 

The job slump has shaken 
confidence and stalled house¬ 
hold spending, which accounts 
for about 70 percent of the 
economy, making the expan¬ 
sion more susceptible to any 
fallout from the European debt 


crisis. Slowing consumer and 
global demand is also leading 
to a cooling in manufacturing, 
a mainstay of the recovery, an¬ 
other report this week may 
show. 

“We really need to see job 
creation pick up, which is the 
only thing that’s going to get 
households spending on a sus¬ 
tained basis,” said Paul Dales, 
a senior U.S. economist at 
Capital Economics Ltd. in 
London. “The economy isn’t 
going to get exceptionally 
weak from here, but neither is 
it going to get much stronger.” 

The unemployment rate, 
derived from a separate Labor 
Department survey of house¬ 
holds, probably held at 8.2 per¬ 
cent, the economists predicted. 
Joblessness has exceeded 8 
percent since February 2009, 
the longest stretch in monthly 
records dating to 1948. 

Gross domestic product 


rose at a 1.9 percent annual 
rate in the first quarter follow¬ 
ing a 3 percent rate in the prior 
three months, Commerce De¬ 
partment data showed last 
week. While household spen¬ 
ding underpinned last quarter’s 
gain, incomes stretched by 
weak job creation will proba¬ 
bly limit growth prospects. 

Manufacturing may also 
offer less support to the eco¬ 
nomy as domestic and global 
demand fades. The Institute for 
Supply Management Inc.’s 
factory index fell to 52 in June, 
the lowest level in eight 
months, from 53.5 the prior 
month, according to the 
Bloomberg survey median 
ahead of today’s report. 

The purchasing managers 
group’s services index, which 
covers almost 90 percent of the 
economy, fell to 53 last month 
from 53.7 in May, a report on 
July 5 may show according to 
economists surveyed. 


BBC: Barclays 
chairman to 
quit 


LONDON (AFP) - The chair¬ 
man of Barclays Bank is set 
to step down after it was 
fined for attempting to ma¬ 
nipulate the inter-bank lend¬ 
ing rate, the BBC reported 
yesterday. 

Marcus Agius will an¬ 
nounce today that he is to 
leave his post in the face of 
public and political fury over 
the bank’s efforts to distort 
the rate at which banks lend 
to each other, according to 
the BBC.

Spanish output shrank at faster 
pace in second quarter 


MADRID (AFP) - Spanish 
Economy Minister Luis de 
Guindos said yesterday that the 
country's recession deepened 
in the second quarter of the 
year. 

During the period April to 
June, the economy contracted 
"slightly more" than in the first 
quarter of the year, when out¬ 
put shrank by 0.3 percent, said 
de Guindos, confirming a 


Bank of Spain report issued on 
Wednesday. 

The minister however said 
the government was keeping 
its recession forecast for 2012 
unchanged, with a contraction 
of 1.7 percent expected. 

He also underlined the en¬ 
gagement of his government 
"to stay on the path of re¬ 
forms." 


Finance minister: France cuts 
2012, 2013 growth forecasts 


PARIS (AFP) - France will 
post a smaller growth in 2012 
and 2013 than earlier expected, 
Finance Minister Pierre 
Moscovici said in an interview 
published yesterday. 

Growth in 2012 is now ex¬ 
pected to reach just 0.4 percent 
or less this year rather than 0.5 
percent, while in 2013, "an ex¬ 
pansion within 1 to 1.3 percent 
... appears more credible" than 
the earlier forecast of 1.7 per¬ 
cent, he said in an interview 
published on the Figaro news¬ 
paper's website. 

Moscovici's remarks came 


after the INSEE national statis¬ 
tics institute cut its French 
growth forecast for 2012 to 0.4 
percent. It did not issue a re¬ 
vised estimate for 2013. 

The growth downgrade 
would make it harder for the 
government to bring down its 
public debt levels to 4.5 per¬ 
cent of GDP in 2012 and 3.0 
percent in 2013. 

During his election cam¬ 
paign, President Francois Hol- 
lande promised to reduce 
public debt based on a forecast 
of 0.5 percent growth this year 
and 1.7 percent in 2013 


Four RBS traders sacked 


for fixing bank rate 


LONDON (AFP) - Four 
traders from the Royal Bank of 
Scotland were sacked at the 
end of 2011 for their role in 
fixing inter-bank interest rates, 
sources said yesterday. 

The revelation comes after 
the state-rescued RBS con¬ 
firmed it was being investi¬ 
gated for manipulating the 
rates at which banks lend to 
each other. 

RBS, which is 82-percent 
owned by the government, de¬ 
clined to comment when con¬ 
tacted by AFP. 

Britain will hold a review 
into the setting of benchmark 
inter-bank interest rates and 
seek to criminalise rate-fixing, 
the Treasury finance ministry 
said Saturday, following a 
scandal at major lender Bar¬ 
clays. 

The independent review 


aims to restore trust in Libor, a 
key benchmark reference rate 
that influences a swathe of 
other borrowing costs, after 
Barclays was hit with a record 
fine for attempted manipula¬ 
tion.

Deschamps next for French 
poisoned chalice? 


PARIS (AFP) - France's 
World Cup and Euro-win¬ 
ning captain Didier De¬ 
schamps is seen as the 
favourite to become the 
fifth national team coach in 
the past 10 years after Lau¬ 
rent Blanc decided not to 
accept a new contract. 

But if confirmed, 43-year- 
old Deschamps, once with- 
eringly described as a 
"water carrier" by Eric Cantona, would be taking on what in¬ 
creasingly looks like a poisoned chalice after a torrid recent 
history for the 1998 world champions. 

Euro 2000-winner Roger Lemerre stepped down after France 
failed to exit the group stage at the 2002 World Cup; Jacques 
Santini, left after Euro 2004 for an ill-fated sojourn at Spurs; 
and Raymond Domenech went in 2010 after a rollercoaster 
six years. Should Deschamps take over, he would at least be 
able to continue the hard work that Blanc had put in since re¬ 
placing the largely unloved Domenech after the 2010 World 
Cup debacle, which compounded a disastrous Euro 2008 
campaign. 


Overpowering Felix lead 
US 200 stars into London 


EUGENE, Oregon (AFP) - 
Two-time Olympic runner-up 
Ally son Felix ran the sixth- 
fastest women's 200 meters 
in history on Saturday, win¬ 
ning the final at the US 
Olympic Track and Field Tri¬ 
als in 21.69 seconds. 

Felix, embroiled in contro¬ 


versy over a deadlock for the 
final 100m Olympic spot, 
served notice she will be a 
gold favorite in London by 
surging to the lead quickly 
and leaving behind a world- 
class field to set a personal 
best. 

Only doping-disgraced 
Marion Jones, Jamaica's 
Merlene Ottey and the late 
world record-holder Florence 
Griffth-Joyner have ever run 
faster than Felix did to ensure 
she would reach the London 
Olympics. 

"I don't think it has quite 
sunk in yet," Felix said. "For 
so long I have looked at those 
times and wanted to be on 
that list. But the job is not 
done. It's all about London." 

It was the fastest time 
clocked in the event since 
Jones went 21.62 in 1998 in 
South Africa. 


Evergreen Torres safely into 
semis 


Murray takes stock after nervy win 


(AFP) — Dara Torres 
launched her bid to make a 
sixth Olympic team Sunday 
with the fifth-quickest time in 
the 50m freestyle heats at the 
US swimming trials. 

The 45-year-old veteran, 
whose three silver medals in 
Beijing included the 50m 
free, clocked 25.00sec in the 
heats topped by 100m 
freestyle winner Jessica 
Hardy in 24.55. 

Torres is already the oldest 
woman swimmer to compete 
in the Games. She was 41 
when she raced in Beijing, 
where she capped a comeback 
to major competition with a 
fifth Games appearance eight 
years after her fourth. 

Since then, Torres has un¬ 
dergone reconstructive sur¬ 
gery on her left knee in 
October of 2009. 

She also coped with the 
death of German-born coach 
Michael Lohberg, credited by 
Torres with helping her reach 
the 2008 Games. Lohberg 
was diagnosed with aplastic 
anemia shortly before the 
Beijing Olympics and died in 
April of 2011. 

"This is the first time I've 
ever come to trials and had no 
idea how I'm going to do," 


Torres said, adding that it was 
"a lot tougher this time". 

"When I was 41 people 
said I was middle-aged, but 
now I'm really, really middle- 
aged." 


LONDON (AFP) - Andy 
Murray was enjoying a well- 
earned day of rest from com¬ 
petition on Sunday while he 
pondered how to up his game 
for the challenges facing him 
in the second week of Wim¬ 
bledon. 

The Scot battled his way 
past the dangerous Marcos 
Baghdatis late Saturday, edg¬ 
ing a 7-5, 3-6, 7-5, 6-1 win in 
three hours and 13 minutes 
just in time for the 11:00 p.m 
deadline imposed on matches 


for health and safety reasons. 

It was the latest-ever fin¬ 
ish at the All England Club. 

And while the victory kept 
alive his hopes of finally win¬ 
ning a Grand Slam title at the 
age of 25, Murray said he 
was aware he had to find an¬ 
other gear if that dream is to 
be realised. 

"I was very nervous, I 
knew it was going to be 
tough," said Murray of the 
win over Baghdatis. 

There were concerns also 
over Murray's fitness as he 
took several painful-looking 
tumbles in a Centre Court 
match that saw the sliding 
roof closed at the start of the 
third set. 

Murray returned to the 
court after the break, while 
the roof was closed, with his 


knee strapped up, fuelling 
further concerns about his fit¬ 
ness. 

"My knee was a little bit 
sore," he told the BBC. "I 
took a tumble towards the 
end of the second set, I 
slipped and my foot went 
from underneath me and 
when I cooled down a little 
bit, when we had the break 
with the roof, it was a little bit 
stiff. 

"I had the physio work on 
it and put some tape on it and 
it was ok. 

The next opponent for 
Murray is 23-year-old Croat¬ 
ian Marin Cilic with their 
match scheduled second up 
on Court One on Monday. 
There was no play scheduled 
for Sunday at Wimbledon as 
is the tradition.

minutes. 

"La Furia Roja" are now 
the only side to have won three 
consecutive major titles, with 
European wins either side of 
their World Cup victory in 


2010 . 

Tens of thousands of peo¬ 
ple young and old thronged 
the streets of Rome and 
Madrid to watch the game on 
giant screens, with both his¬ 
toric capitals a sea of green, 
white and red Italian tricolors 
and red and yellow Spanish 
flags. 

But it was Spanish fans 
who erupted at the final whis¬ 
tle in scenes of wild celebra¬ 
tion that brought unbridled joy 
to a nation struggling with re¬ 
cession.
